Linfield Oaks, 
Ups Assessments 


The Hopkins property will be of- 
ficially a part of the City of Menlo 
Park in 30 days, after passage of 
the controlling ordinance by the 
City Council Tuesday night. 


The Linfield Oaks tract, as sub— 
division of the property will be 
termed, is expected to be turned in— 
to a first-class residential area 
within the near future. 


There was only one protest to re- 
assessment of the Santa Cruz Ave. 
Improvement Project, caused by a 
bid higher than the estimate. As— 
sessments will be raised four per 
cent. 


The protest was by the Presby— 
terian Church, which did not pro- 
test the project, but objected to a 
“discrepancy” in the size of its 
property. 

According to the Santa Cruz Ave. 
project assessment schedule, the 
church’s property is 214.7 feet wide 
and according to a deed in the 
church’s possession, it is 217.5 feet. 

Ed Smith, city engineer, said that 
the project assessment schedule is 
based on use of the property and 
the church’s deed is based On an 
old Menlo Township map. The 
fences between several pieces of 
property on Santa Cruz Ave. don’t 
agree with the old map by about 
three feet he pointed out. For 
many years taxes have been paid 
according to the newer interpreta— 
tion, he said. 

How the matter would be decided 
in court, smith stated he did not 
know, but added that in figuring 
assessments for the project, he had 
to use one system or the other. 

Ed Banta, member of the church’s 
board of trustees, said that the pro— 
test was a technical one and was 
made so that the church could use 
the protest as eVidence in case the 
matter should come to court. 

The council voted to proceed, as 
the protest did not directly affect 
the project, but was something to 
be decided by property owners be- 
tween themselves. 

The council passed a fistful of 
resolutions, necessary legal proceed- 
ures in connection with the Santa 
Cruz Ave. project and the Menlo 
Ave.-University Drive Improvement 
Project. 

Formal protest meeting for the 
latter project was set for July 8 
at 8 p.m. at the City Hall. Ob- 
Jections must be in writing. 

June 24 was set as the date for 
the protest hearing on changes in 
the City Master Plan concerning 
set-backs on Santa Cruz Ave. and 
entrances to the proposed parking 
lot in the block bounded by Oak 
Grove, University Drive, Santa 
Cruz Ave. and Crane Street.

hedges, shrubs and other growth to 
a height of four feet above the 
curb level. Purpose would be to en- 
able drivers to see at least 60 féet 
along each side street. 


Trees would have to be trimmed 
so that the main trunk would be 
exposed to a height of seven feet 
above the curb level. Branches and 
foliage would have to be kept no 
lower than nine feet over the road- 
way and seven feet over the side- 
walk. 

Enforcement of the ordinance is 
left to the superintendent of streets. 
He would give owners 30 days’ not- 
ice to comply with the ordinance, 
and then the work would be done 
by the city and the cost would be- 
come a lien against the property. 

The superintendent of streets al- 
so would determine the species and 
location of trees, shrubs and Other 
growth within the restricted area. 
Young trees will be allowed to grow 
until they were of sufficient height 
to be trimmed in accordance with 
provisions of the ordinance. 


The restricted area is determined 
as follows: A distance of 60 feet is 
measured from the center of each 
intersection along each street, These 
points are joined and the square 
thus formed (or polygon if there 
are more than two streets intersect. 
ing) encloses the area that is re- 
stricted. 

The ordinance was suggested by 
Police Chief Jack Yount as a safety 
measure, especially for playing chil- 
dren. He said blind intersections 
are dangerous because motorists 
can’t see the children playing.

This 
property is located directly next 
to the controversial school site and

Atherton, lying wholly in an un- 
incorporated area, 


The Shaughnessy property con— 
sists of four acres and the part of 
the Eichorn property wanted con- 
sists of one acre: 2 

Johnson pointed out that the 
greatest growth to come in that area 
would be located northwest of Ath- 
erton, where many small lots are 
rapidly being developed into G. I.
